920,8c 1916-2065 are entirely priced and named, encompassing all of the United 
States and American colonial coins. Tipped in on page 84 is a quite interesting 
March 10,1863 clipping from the Evening Transcript, commenting on the March 
5 meeting of the Boston Numismatic Society, including an account of a display 
of United States gold coins by Mr. Seavey, “complete with the exception of the 
half-eagles of 1829 and 1831...including a proof of the California fifty-dollar 
piece....” Also present is an account of the “Kart Hago” so-called “New Jersey 
Penny” from the 1855 A. C. Kline sale, valued at $100 and sold in the Haines 
sale to “a gentleman, a member, I believe of this society, at the price of $29.” 
According to the catalogue at hand, the piece was bought by Cogan “for a Mr. 
Thompson.”

Lots 
1-417 are priced and a number include notes on condition (often lower though 
sometimes higher than those assigned by Bolender) and the occasional interesting 
note, for example lot 38: “Rev. File Marks”; lot 231: “Unc. EF-Buffed ”; lot 415, the 
Schoolgirl pattern: “Bad Obv. Nick.” Other annotations and prices are scattered 
throughout the remainder of the catalogue. Of lot 670, an “Uncirculated” Pine 
Tree shilling, Ford observes: “VF - Small Flan - Odd Color.” He notes that an 1890 
Parmelee catalogue in a group lot estimated at $15 is “Pl(ated).”

The catalogue 
itself includes Ford’s numerous notes on condition, along with other interesting 
data apparently added after the sale, including scattered buyers’ names (Ford, 
Harry Bass, “Book,” Eric Newman, Fuld), prices realized, underbidders, etc. Of 
Fuld’s fabled 1809 Perkins’ Bank Note Test, Ford aptly observes: “OK but bound 
in cheap buckram.” Estimated at $200 it was bought by “Fritz” [Fritz Weber?) 
for $320. Sale 37, the second Fuld sale, features notes on lots of interest to Ford. 
Sale 38 includes a July 18,1972 letter from Frank Katen to Ford, noting that “the 
mails are driving us crazy ... We would never take you off the mailing list and 
sorry the catalog did not reach you.

The numismatic literature section is priced throughout in pencil 
and an occasional pencil note may be in Ford’s hand. Edgar considers Adams’ 
1929 catalogue of the Guttag collection of Latin American coins an “Excellent 
Reference”; Breton’s 1912 work is termed “ Standard ” as is Maris’ Coins of New 
Jersey. Of Crosby’s 1897 work on cents and half cents, Edgar advises: “wait for 
the reprint on this.” Beistle is deemed “invaluable” and, before the hoard was 
uncovered, Loubat’s magnum opus is accurately termed “a v. rare set of books.” 
Edgar notes that he paid $22.50 for his Bradbeer on Confederate currency. 
Adjacent to a run of The Numismatist, Edgar writes: “if you are interested in 
any Numismatists, I would advise you to go slow. They are worth from 12<t to 
30<t each, depending on the year.” Edgar considers the 1890 R. Coulton Davis 
sale a “wonderful reference” and the 1890 Parmelee catalogue an “invaluable 
reference.” Chapman’s 1882 Bushnell catalogue is deemed “one of the best.” How 
well Ford heeded Edgar’s advice is well known, raising the significance of this 
relatively humble catalogue to rather lofty heights, at least in the eyes of one 
numismatic bibliophile.

Seventeen 
lines of small type precede the bidding form, comprising interesting “brief 
suggestions” to facilitate bidding. The third item present here is perhaps the 
most interesting. In it, Low promotes coin collecting and summarizes his 
various services in some detail, under various headings, including Numis¬ 
matics, Collecting as an Amusement, How We Promote It, Catalogues, Coins 
on Approval, No Counterfeits, What Gives a Coin Value, Auction Sales, Coin 
Literature, What We Want, etc. The final flyer comprises a generic priced listing 
covering the numismatic spectrum.

In the 1890s he published three monographs in the 
American Numismatic Series on “Coin Collecting,” “The Beginnings of United 
States Coinage,” and “The Virginia Coinage.” The publishers write that “The 
Author has noticed the need of a book of this description, for some time. He 
“has endeavored to compile the necessary knowledge for coin-collectors, and 
has reduced it to a short and convenient form to be carried in the pocket. We 
hope to find a ready sale, which we believe it merits.” Chapters include The Way 
Coins Are Made, Values U. S. Coins, Cleaning Coins, The 1804 Dollar, Values of 
Foreign Coins, and Numismatic Publications. The latter is limited to several coin 
dealer publications ranging from Chas. Enders, Jr.’s “Price List for Stamp” to J. W. 
Haseltine’s “Illd. catalogue 64 pp. 504.” Full page advertisements follow the text, 
including Tatman’s numismatic “Bargains!,” Enders’ “Special Bargains,” Rawson’s 
ad headed “Numismatists!,” and Theo. Parker’s ad. The three paragraphs on 
the 1804 dollar recount a fable of the day, perhaps derived from Ivan Michels’ 
popular 1880 “Coins of All Nations” work: “There were a number struck in the 
year of 1804, but a large portion of them were sent to Agrica.”

“Alexandre Vattemare is recognized among American 
numismatists as one of the fathers of the discipline in the New World, having 
assembled the first comprehensive collections of American coins, medals, and 
paper currency, and produced the first comprehensive catalog of American 
numismatics.” — Alan Stahl, in The Extravagant Ambassador: The True Story of 
Alexandre Vattemare, the French Ventriloquist Who Changed the World, Boston 
Public Library, 2007. Nicholas Marie Alexandre Vattemare, founder of the System 
of International Exchanges, was born in Paris in 1796 and died there in 1864. 
A man of many talents, he was a surgeon early in his career and later became a 
well-known ventriloquist and magician who traveled throughout Europe and 
America. He subsequently gave up this occupation to promote adoption of his 
Systeme d’Echange International, initially aimed at the exchange of duplicate 
books between libraries, especially government publications. Later it was 
extended to include works of art, maps, natural history specimens, coins, medals 
and other similar objects. He came to America in 1839 and again in 1847, and 
was granted funds by Congress and by several state legislatures to further his 
scheme, which met with greater success here than in Europe. He effected several 
exchanges with the National Institute (later the Smithsonian Institution). This 
elusive 1861 work describing American coins, medals and tokens from 1652 to 
1858 was written to complement the holdings of the Bibliotheque Nationale. 
Following an interesting historical overview, from colonial issues to pioneer 
gold, some 381 pieces are described in detail. Sometimes mintages, (“Frappage”) 
are noted, and many of the early entries feature historical notes which are 
usually interesting if not in all cases completely accurate. A few excerpts follow: 
Vattemare provides a detailed description of a Brasher doubloon “qui se trouve a 
la monnaie federate de Philadelphie..he notes that the cents of “1808 a 1815” 
bear “le portrait de madame Madison”; of an “1815” cent he writes that “Vu la 
cherts du cuivre, occasionnee par la guerre avec l’Angleterre, il ne fut pas frappe 
de cents en 1815. L’existence de cette piece prouve une fois de plus qu’il y avait 
a Birmingham un monnayage clandestin de pieces americaines, introduites aux 
£tats-Unis par le Canada et la Nouvelle-Ecosse”; an 1840 half cent (“Demi-cent”) 
is described as bearing the “Effigie de M me Patterson”; he discusses “medailles 
de paix,” noting that “Les peace medals sont les seules qui portent l’efigie du 
president des Etats-Unis,” and that “Apres le declaration d’independance, les 
premieres medailles ont ete executes en France... Not re collection comprend 
14 de ces medailles, 4 de Duvivier, 7 de Dupre et 3 de Gatteaux”; etc. A “Table 
Alphabetique” is provided for the sections on both coins and medals, the latter 
is also accompanied by a “Liste de Graveurs.” All in all, the Catalogue is a most 
interesting early source of information on American numismatics. Of the author, 
“Vattemare the Magician,” as he is termed in American Numismatics Before the 
Civil War 1760-1860, Q. David Bowers writes that Vattemare visited America two 
or more times in the 1830s to the 1850s and “came upon the numismatic scene in 
the form of a mini-tornado of frenetic activity.” Apropos of the section heading, 
Bowers humorously observes that “Upon visiting Matthew A. Stickney, the well- 
known Salem, MA, collector, Vattemare was watched very closely by his host, 
who was somewhat fearful that by sleight-of-hand he might purloin his prized 
1804 silver dollar!” (see also lot 206)

It is important even now that the type of publicity 
Kosoff can generate be avoided. 1 am reminded of his breach of our agreement 
on Nov. 3,1976, when the story of the white metal trial striking appeared. I trust 
you will have no difficulty in keeping things under control, and if I hear nothing 
from you I will feel confident that this is so. I trust you and Mrs. Pittman are 
both well, and wonder if you can still put away a 3 Vi lb. Lobster! P.S. Find some 
old covers (folded letters & envelopes w/postal markings) for me. I have a couple 
of sensational numismatic items for trading!” George Bruce Cortelyou (1862- 
1940), served as Secretary of the Treasury (1907-1909), during the devastating 
Panic of 1907. According to the researches of Roger W. Burdette, Cortelyou was 
the lucky recipient of one of three specimens struck on December 31, 1907, of 
the MCMVII Extremely High Relief August Saint-Gaudens double eagle.
